behind Headlee, withdrew his 
plea 
of not miilfv, and pleaded guilty to 
the charge. Judge Ilinshaw imposed 
a similar line and sentence upon him. 
Both men were given into the cus­ 
tody of Sheriff Coons, and were tak ­ 
en this morning to the penal 
farm, 
where they are now serving their 30 
days.

Tak ing tlx * life and character of 
George Washington as tlx * outstand­ 
ing hero of tlx * American people, the 
LVv. \V. A. Hartsaw, pastor of 
tlx * 
Methodist church Tit Glemvood, de­ 
livered a splendid and inspiring ad­ 
dress at tlx * week ly luncheon of the 
Rushville Kiwanis club today noon 
The speak er stated at the begin­ 
ning that in all of the biographies of 
the “ Father of Our Country,” that 
there ex isted two classes of writers, 
which has created today among 
the 
people, two classes of men, and with 
different ideas concerning tlx * first 
president. 
The two (‘lasses of minds created, 
tlx * speak er said, would bring forth 
questions, “ Is Ix * human ” or 
“ Is 
he super-human?*’ 
The speak er using these as 
theme for his address spok e on 
life, character and 
integrity 
George Washington. He 
emphasized 
the fact that little was k nown 
of 
the early life of Washington. 
“ We 
k now* as little of the early life 
of 
Washington” tlx * speak er declared, 
“ as we do of the early life of 
our 
Redeemer. We find him with his name 
first on the register, and 
look ing 
back , we can trace bis ancestors on­ 
ly two generations.” 
In speak ing of bis younger 
what little was 
k nown of 
through traditional accounts, 
speak er said that there stood 
the traits of honesty and integri­ 
ty. He had the k ind of honesty, 
he 
said, that had the quality of great­ 
ness behind it. 
The speak er told of the great A- 
meriean first coming 
into 
promi­ 
nence when he was the age of 
19 , 
and made application as a 
canal 
boat pilot, but due to objections of 
his mother, he was pursuaded 
to 
look elsewhere, and was given 
the 
position 
as adjutant ni the Virginia 
army. Throughout this 
part, 
he 
showed ability, and won fame, a s ­ 
suming first command in a light with 
Indians on one great occasion when 
the leader of the \ irginia army was 
k illed. 
As time went on, 
Washington 
gradually arose to fame, and 
was 
held in highest esteem by his coun­ 
trymen in Virginia. This esteem, the 
speak er pointed out, was regarded 
by some as being due to hisi super­ 
natural power, or magical instincts, 
but the speak er showed that 
such 
was not the case, but was due to the 
honesty and k een insight into 
the 
future that had won 
for him 
the 
highest place. 
The speak er reviewed the impor­ 
tance which Washington had held in 
the army of Virginia and also in the 
United Army, and the part that 
he 
had played in the Cintinnental Con­ 
gress. The speak er showed the cour­ 
age that Ite possessed 
during 
the 
winter at Valley Forge, and how he 
had emerged throughout these things 
as a statesman a leader and a gen­ 
eral.

Do Not Permit Crowding 
The tendency of chicks to crowd 
in corners or along the wall is p a rt­ 
ly a habit, hut is usually caused by 
some mismanagement. 
It is 
very 
hard to overcome when once started 
and is much easier to prevent Chicks 
that pih* up may smother to death 
or else be<*ome unthrifty, and incapa­ 
ble of normal growth. 
Crowding usually follows a drop 
in tem perature under the hover 
or 
excessive heat at night. Normal heat 
will prevent tbis. With chicks a tew 
weeks old the absence of suitable 
roosting facilities 
will 
encourage 
piling ill the corner. Sometimes the 
bright sun, shining in a part of the 
house, will draw 
the chicks to 
a 
palce that 
is too cold, thereby en­ 
couraging 
crowding. 1*roper a tte n ­ 
tion to and training the chicks will 
prevent this. 1 he block-slatted slop 
ing buffers along the wall will pre 
vent injury from over-heating due 
to over-crowding. Chicks should be 
encouraged to roost a^ early as pos­ 
sible and a wire covered frame sup 
porting wide slats will 
entice 
the 
youngsters to roost above the Hour, 
permitting air 
to 
circulate 
under 
them. These are portable and can be 
used sear after year.

Leading Unions Reported Consider­ 
ing Plans to Cancel Strike Tieing

24—:U.R)—Twelve 
hundred I . S. marines arrived

almost daily"with bayonets fixed, the 
Americans will avoid any display of 
strength which might cause animos­ 
ity. They probably will be exercised 
across the river, although they may 
march through the foreign 
settle­ 
ment later. 
“ I strongly favor avoiding demon­ 
strations, and if the troops 
march 
through the streets, I would recom­ 
mend that they not carry rifles,” U. 
S. consul general Lockhart told 
the 
United Press. 
Arrival of the American marines 
found Shanghai more quiet than 
it 
has been for days, with the general 
strike weakening and the reign 
of 
terror slackened. 


L e a d i n g unions were reported con­ 
sidering plans to cancel the 
strike 
which has tied up 
transportation, 
mail delivery and many 
industries. 
Mail delivery was approaching nor­ 
mal today. 
The number of executions during 
ihe week was estimated at from 50 
to 100. Many heads of victims still 
were visible today on posts, and agi­ 
tators, taking the hint, were confin­ 
ing thei ractivities to hack alleys. 
Meanwhile, troops of the

R E P L Y TO E N G LISH NOTE 


Word Sent That Government 
Will

well as American lives and property 
ami is doing everything he can 
to 
do so. ” 
The British note delivered Feb 22, 
to the American minister at M ana­ 
gua, caused excited and contradic­ 
tory comment among members 
of 
congress. 
Some senators viewed it as an in­ 
sult to the United States and a chal­ 
lenge to the Monroe doctrine. Others 
interpreted it as a friendly British 
move to strengthen tho adm inistra­ 
tion’s justification of American in­ 
tervention in the face

sional opposition. 
Hitherto, it has been tactilv un­ 
derstood the I .

Dq Not Permit Crowding 


The.tendency of chicks to crowd 


in corners or along the wall is part- 
ly a habit, but is usually caused by 
some' jiiisinanagmuent. It' is 
very 


hard to overcome when once started 
and is much easier to prevent Chicks 
that pile up may smother to death 
or else become unthrifty, and incapa- 
ble of normal growth. 
\ 


Crowding usually follows a drop 


in temperature under the hover or 
excessive heat at night. Normal heat 
will prevent this. With chicks a few 
weeks - old the absence of suitable 
roosting facilities 
will 
encourage 


piling ill the corner. Sometimes the 
bright sun, shilling in a part of the 
house, will draw the chicks to 
'i 


palce that is too cold, thereby en- 
couraging crowding. I'roper atten- 
tion 16 and training the Jliicks will 
prevent this. The block-slatted slop- 
ing buffers along the wall will pre- 
vent injury fYom over-heating due 
to over-crowding. 'Chicks should Ite 
encouraged to roost as early as pos- 
sible and a wire covered frame sup- 
porting wide slats will entice 
the 


youngsters to roost above the Hoor, 
permitting "'l' to circulate tinder 
them. These are portable and can be 
used year after- year.

There are substitutes for red or

cost. Alfalfa seed is no higher than 
a year ago and sweet clover 
seed, 


although higher in price, is still reas- 
onable. There is a good seed supply 
of bolh sweet clover and alfalfa. 


On the Moils and Crops farm- at 


Lafayette sweet clover ami alfalfa, 
seeded in small grain the same as 
clover, have 'been surer crops. Alfal- 
fa has been successful in -1 seed- 
ings out of 2'J, sweet clover

made no failure in 11 secdings, while 
red clover has had several failures 
in the same period.

produce fair to good stands of alfal- 
fa or sweet clover if properly inocu- 
lated with pure cultures, which are 
available at reasonable prices, 
or 


through the use of soil from old al- 
falfa or sweet clover patches. Alfal- 
fa and sweet clover will inoculate 
each other but are not inoculated by 
the other clovers. It is safe to use 
sweet clover or alfalfa on 
soils 


which' succeed in producing good clo- 
ver stands under normal conditions 
or where soil tests show that the 
Jand is not acid. 


If the land is mixed black 
and 


clay soil, with more than half of the 
latter, it would be advisable to use a 
mixture of clover and alfalfa rather 
than the latter seeded alone. 
The 


proportion of alfalfa to clover may 
be increased according to the 
in- 


crease in ratio of black to clay or 
light colored soils. Where farmers 
are using a mixture of alfalfa 
or 


sweet clover with other clovers 
or 


are buying^ such mixtures 
already 


blended it is recommended that the 
entire lot of seed be inoculated with 
soil or* cultures of cither alfalfa or 
sweet clover. The preferred method 
of soil inoculation is to take 2 quarts 
of line soil, after drying, and 
mix 


this, with one bushel of-seed which 
has first hccn sprinkled with a sugar 
solution of one cup of sugar to one 
and one half .cups of water. 


If the principal need is for 
hay, 


alfall'a should be used, in whole or 
in part for clover. If the need 
is 


for a one year pasture, sweet clover 
is preferred. Both crops are 
good 


soil improving plants' and 
should 


prove as satisfactory for this pur- 
pose as red clover. 


If the soil is already too acid 
to 


grow red clover the chances of fail- 
ure are greater 
with 
alfalfa 
or 


sweet clover. Where such conditions 
exist, the soil should first be limed. 
If liming is out of the question, some 
more acid tolerant legume should be 
grown and in this case soybeans are 
recommended.
